to produce the best results from the 
point of feed value,

been meeting with exceptional — suc- 
cess. This year he ewrew five differ- 
ent varieties of field corn, These 
were Gehu, North Western Dent, Que- 
bee No, 28, North Dakota Flint and 
Improved Squaw. The first four he 
sewed in small plots of 8 pounds of 
seed to the pl Each of these plots 
yielded from eight to fourteen bushels, 
He had fifteen acres of Improved 
Squaw and from it he got about 225 
bushels. This was accomplished with- 
yut any irrigation or watering of any 
kind except for the natural rain fall. 
't is ia of what can be dorie by dry 
farming when a little care and atten- 
ion is given to selection of seed and 
~ultivation and attention. 

Wr. Murray, district Agriculturist, 
has been watching Mr. Ross’ experi- 
ments all season, and when here last 
veek he was so impressed and pleased 
with the success achieved and the ex 
‘ellent sample of corn produced, that 
he took a quantity of each variety to 
he exhibited at Edmonton. Among 
‘hese the yellow and white Flint var- 
‘eties are to be sent with Alberta's @x-

Buitish Empire Preferences 


—_ 

The ties that hold the British Empire together, or rather the lack of any 
hard and fast constitutional obligations; are a source of constant worry to 
some people and a few newspaper and magazine writers seem to labor under 
a delusion that to them has been entrusted the task of saving the Enrpire from 
speedy dissolufion. 

One group advocates the creation of an Empire Parliament, with Ministers 
ot the Overseas Dominions resident in London, a common foreign policy, and 
a definite scheme of Empire defence, naval and military. In other words, 
tiis group stands for a greater degree of centralivation. «Unless this is at- 
jained, we are told the Empire must inevithdly BO to-pieces. 


Opposed to this policy, certain other publicists seem to suffer from a 
continual nightmare that the liberties and autonomous powers of the Domin- 
ions are really in danger and that a serious effort is being made to place the 
tar-flung portions of the Empire abjeetly undef#he thumb of Dow ning Street, 

The truth is, of course, that Doth these groups aré unnecessarily alarm- 
ing themselves, while at the same tiqe wasting valuable time and good paper 
and ink-in endeavoring to aronge the people over something which is not 
worrying them in the slightest. 


The Drilish ‘Empire is, after all, a mother country with a healthy family 
of grown up sons, While these (sons were very little chaps, mother looked 
after them and directed their more important affairs for them, | But as the 
boys grew up they were gradually given larger liberty of decision and action 
for themselves. That is, the Smpire has evolved and continues to'evolve in 
exactly the same way as the average fatniky. Any father or mother desery- 
ing of the name is proud and happy to see the children grow .up, develop 
character, become self-reliant, independent and prosperous. 

In the family circle it is not demanded that as the childrén grow up they 
shall sign some formal document declaring their love and Joyalty to father 
and mother and binding themselves to discharge certain duties towards them 
and accept certain responsibilitic, on their behall. 

That love and loyalty exis and that is all there is to it. No matter 
how the children may grow up, nor how far seattered around the world they 
may be, and irrespective of the individual interests which may be developed 
by each, there yet remains a common bond which remains. strong and. un- 
breakable. In principle their chief interests are one, and each and all can 
rely on the others. What benefits one indirectly benefits all, although not 
necessarily to the. same c¢xtent, and loss to one indirectly and adversely 
affects all, 


The same pripeiple holds: good in the case of the British Empire. The 
analogy is perfect. Australia may be vitally interested in something which 
only remotely, if dt all, affects Canada. But if Australia in working out that 
particular problem Sains in strength and becOMes more contented ang pros- 
perous, it makes for Canada’s gain indirectly.’ If anyone doubts tis, let 
him recall what the strength of each of the Dominions meant to the others 
in the Great War, when, combined, they placed over one million soldiers in 
the field, and, as Lloyd George declared at Ottawa the other day, had it not 
been so the history of tie world would have to be re-written: 

“'Phere may be times and questions where the interests of various parts of 
the impire may con® into conflict, just as occasions arise when the interests 
of individual members of a family do not parallel each other but sharply 
diverge. This would happen just the same if each was an independent, 
sovereign nation. But because all are members of one family, a greater de- 
gerée of consideration for each other is shown; ~ There is a willingness-to com- 
promise, to adopt a mutual policy of give and take, which in the end benefits 
all. * : ; 

There are, however, many way in which the mother country and each of 
the Donmitnions can direetly assist the others, without involving them in-any 
torm of centralized government or control, which might at times prove {rk- 
some and lead to irritation resulting in friction and a loss of that sentiment 
and unity of purpese now characterizing the Empire as a whole. 

Other countries are working out policies for their own particular benefit 
regardless of the effect on other peoples and nations,” France seeks to im- 
pose her own will and policy on Wurope; Russia, under the Soviet regime, 
would ‘cénvert the whole World to the theories of cominunism; the United 
States ereets a tariff against the world in the belief that it is inducive to the 
prosperity of the republic. : F 

nat Why, then, should not the British Empire develop voluntary preferences 
to a far greater extent than heretofore between iis several parts and thereby 
confer mutual adyantages on each other adding strength and prosperity to the 
whole. © And this can be done without adepting the dangerous policy of con- 
tralization of authority, without in the slightest degree lessening the auton- 
omy of each’ Dominion, and, se far from weakening, result in strengthening 
the ties of Wmpire.

ton, D.C. : 

Dr. Washington, studying over 5,000 
trustworthy chemicel analysis of the 
erugt of the earih, found that the els 
ments common in the crust are exclu- 
sively those of lighter weight. The 
heavier elements occur only in. thé 
most minute proportions. Gold, for 
instance, composes less than one-niil- 
lioneth of one per cent. of the earth's 
erust! 

Yet Dr. Washington thinks it is im: 
probablo that these heavier elements 
are always lacking, ‘Then where {s 
Mother Earth's missing quota of gol, 
platinum and other heavy elements? 
Have they hidden themselves away 
out of reach? 

Dr. Washington believes tnd they 
have. He think that the earth was 
While it was in this 
condition the lighter efements rose to 
the surface;- the heavie ones sank. 
He thinks that millions of tons of the 
missing elements are inside the earth 
now, 

At the very centre he would expect 
to find a core of the heaviest elements 
such as platinum, gold, antimony 
and osmium, the Jatter the heaviest 
knoryn substance, familiar to all in 
that natural alloy, “indium,” used for 
the tips of gold pens. “ Out side this 
sphere of precious metals there is, per- 
haps, a zone of those elements that 
are little less heavy-—copper, silver 
and lead. If there is a zone of iron, 
as Dr. Washington thinks there is, it 
presumably comes next. Clear out- 
side, on top of all the metallic zones, 
is the surface layer of tgp lightest ele- 
ments—the slag layer, the rocky 
erust-on which we live. 

If this is true, where do the veins 
of gold,’ silver, and copper that are 
mined in the earth’s crust come from?

Screenings For Fattening Cattle 


Can Be Employed In Any Grain 


Mixture With Good Results 

In a steer feeding test conducted at 
the Lennoxville, Que., Experimental 
Station, it was ascertained that the 
screenings cleaned out of wheat at the 
large grain elevators are an excellent 
feed for fattening cattle for market. 
The screenings used were of the class 
known to the feed trade as recleaned 
elevator. screenings. | This is a stand- 
ardized product devoid of: bitter weed 
seeds which some years ago gave 
screenings a bad name. 

Two lots of eight steers were used 
in the fe@ding test. Both lots receiv: 
ed the same hay and ensilage ration. 
One lot was fed a meal ration com- 
posed of equal parts ground corn, oats 
arid barley, and bran, and the other, 
ground screenings two parts and bran 
one part, The steers getting the mix- 
ed chop made an average daily gain 
during the six months of feeding of 
1.44 Ibs., while the second lot gaified 
an average of 1.28 lbs. daily. - Com- 
paring the cost of feed used. per pound 
of gain, it is shown that the screen- 
ings gave better results, the difference 
being 40 cents per hundred pounds of 
#hin in favor of the screenings. 

This experiment gives interest to 
the feeding stuff known. as “mill 
screenings,” whieh will soon become a 
plemtiful product on the market. 
an amendment to the Feeding Stuffs 
Act, the screenings taken from wheat 
prepared for grinding into flour will 
be sold as screenings and not ground 
up and mixed with shorts as has been 
the custom for ‘years. Mill sereen- 
ings are as useful for hog feeding as 
for the finishing of beef cattle, and 
can be safely employed in any grain 
mixture with assuranee of good re- 
sults, - :

As 
described by Mr. Keele. bentonite,

In water it forms 
a jellylike ma When: sufficfently 
wetted it swells to as much as twelve

The research laboratories of Alberta | 
University are reported to have estab:

bentonite is responsible for the gumbo 
soil of Western Canada. ‘The Jabora- 
tories have also reported that as the 
bentonite content of the gumbo soil 
constitules the hardening clement, if 
a waterproofing material can be econo- 
mically provided a high-grade road 
bed can be established. Under pres- 
| ent conditions the absorptive proper- 
{ties of bentoniie forms the country | 
| roadways into a wet, sticky mass. Re-! 
search work is ‘being carried on at 
present with the bitumen sands of the 
| MeMurray district as to the possibil-

While its presence in the soll is un- 
doubtedly a serious drawback in re- 
gard to transportation, bentonite has 
already a few commercial uses. One 
is as a filler in the manufacture of 
paper, for which purpose it is claimed 
to be superior to kaolin, at present 
largely used. There is a patented 
process for its use in the do-inking of 
old newsprint. It is also used as an 
ingredient in pastes for attaching 
paper labels to metal: or leather sur- 
faces, thus preventing the labels from 
curling up and becoming detached. It 
Is finding some use as‘a filler in the 
Jead pencil and crayon.industry. li 
has been used as a “hoof-packing’™ in 
veterinary practice.

One-Crop Farming| 


Impossibility of Making a Financial 
Success of Straight Wheat 
Growing 
The intimation given by Major-Cen 
eral Mewburn, a director of one of 
the great Insurance companies, that 
the one-crop farmer in the future will 
have greater~ difficulty in securing 
loans Than the man who goes in for 
what is commonly called mixed farm- 
ing, should not be lost on those to 
whom it was clearly addressed. One- 
crop farming on the prairie has here- 
tvefore meant wheat farming. The 

possibility of making a financial 

ecess of straight wheat farming is 
gradually dawning on the farmers. 
Straight wheat farming in Western 
Canada is one of the greatest gambles 
that agriculture the world over. af- 
fords. Anyone who will take the 
trouble to look baek over the figures 
for the last forty years will discover 
that more poor and medium wheat 
crops have been had than food and 
exceptional crops. 

And that is only one of the argu- 
ments against continuing the one-crop 
system. There are several other 
equally powerful arguments. One of 
them js that one-crop farming depletes 
the soil of plant food, without which 
crops cannot be produced. . The de- 
pletion is gradual; and for that rea- 
son the unobservant farmer does not 
realize what is taking place .on his 
land. Yet the depletion is going on, 
and his land is becoming yearly of less 
value to him and to future owners. 
This has been found out in the United 
States, where the same folly was per- 
petuated for years. They have found 
out there that one cannot go on for- 
ever taking out of the soil and putting 
nothing back. 

A second argument for getting away 
from the one-crop system as rapidly 
as. possible is that varled output not 
only assures the farmer that at the 
end of the year he will have some- 
thing to show for his labor, but ‘also 
enables him and his family to live off 
the farm. The trouble with farm fin- 
ancing in the west today is not due 
to the prices which the farmers re- 
“ceive for their produce, but to the ab- 
normal “margin between the prices of 

»what they have to sell and what they 

have to buy. The farmers can over- 
come this difficulty is no small meas- 
“ure by raising on their own land a 
greater share of the necessaries of 
life. Around the cities and towns in 
this province altogether too many of 
the farmers patronize the grocery 
stores instead of cultivating gardens 
and keeping poultry and cows. The 
spectacle of farmers coming into town 
for potatoes and other vegetables, | 
egEs, condensed millk and other sup- 
‘plies which they could with a little 
additional labor produce on their own 
farms is one that would shock a real 
farmer.’ There is no thrift or provid- 
ence.in doing this.Regina Leader. 


The Centre of England 


Tree That Marks the Georgraphical 
Centre of Old England.
